General Gregory and Assistant Attor- 
ney General Huston Thompson, in di- 
rect charge of the campaign against 
the contingent fee system, inquiring

Washington. 
Some admitted that 


they had sublet contracts, not know- 
ing that this was a violation of the 
law.Although no formal statement of 
policy was made by the department of 
justice, officials intimated that len- 
iency would be shown in all cases 
where it was apparent that the con- 
tractor or the " commission agent 
neither pretended to use nor, actual- 
ly did employ any sinister influence 
in obtaining orders.

BAD MEAT WAS 


FURNISHED BY 


THE PACKERS 


New York, Jane 19.—Hundreds of 


thousands of pounds of meat intend- 
ed for use on ^American battleships, 
furnished by Wilson and Company, 
Chicago, has been rejected because 
not in good condition, Captain C. S. 
Williams of the navy testified today 
at the inciuiry furnished by the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission into charges 
that bad meat is being furnished the 
navy. 


Captain Williams, when asked if 


he had ever rejected any meat from 
Wilson and Company, offered for the 
navy, replied: 
. "Yes: I have rejected a great many- 
hundred thousands of pounds. One 
lot consisted of 300,000 pounds of 
smoked hams." 


The reason it was rejected, Cap- 


tain Williams said, "Was because it 
was sour and smeary." 


He added further in reply to a 


question that an item of 428.000 
pounds of meat had been declined 
and that on another occasion 110,588 
pounds of ham shipped to the battle- 
ship Missouri, after delivery, 
had 


been found "unsound and danger- 
ous." 


Answering an objection of the at- 


torney for Wilson and Company to 
the effect that when the meat was 
accepted the Tesponsibility of the 
firin had ceased Captain Williams 
testified the hams shipped -by the 
firm for the Missouri had been guar- 
anteed to keep in any climate four 
months and that 3.300 pounds had 
failed to stand the test.
